Some year* ago wise, prudent, and benevolent 
men, la the United States, same to ibe cooclii 
■ion that a suitable location for a colony of free 
blacks from the United States could be com- 
menced on the west coast of Africa. And ther 
found free blacks in the United States who were 
of the samo opinion, and they offered themselves 
to be colouiaed in that land. The white people 
aided them by money and couusel to go to Libe- 
ria, and the free blacks who went acted their 
part to make a good and suitable settlement. 
Since its commencement yearly assistance has 
been given by the whites in money, and yearly 
accessions have been made to its inhabitants by 
immigrations of free blacks. Time has been 
required to further the undertaking. A small 
voluntary society of white men has had to fur- 
nish the pecuniary means for the growth of all the 
parts of the establishment, and the prejudices of 
the Iree blacks had to be overcome to procure 
emigrants. But nothing has occurred to stop its 
advancement, but what occurred in founding the 
American colonies. The supporters, and the 
•■migrants to Liberia, have had nothing more dis- 
heartening, more embarrassing, more trying, 
and more perplexing to carry out their object 
than what the opposition of religious white per 
sons have combinedly shown toward it. But 
success has crowned the effort. Whites and 
blacks can now see a Republican Government in 
Liberia in fact, it is the only plact that pre- 
sents a home for the free blacks living iu this 
country. This and that land has beeu spoken of 
as their best borne, but in Liberia alone is to be 
seen the result of the talk and calculations 
among some of the whites and blacks. That 
class of talkers have been actors, and they now 
hold up a home for the blacks. 

Liberia for climate, for permanency of loca 
tion and. adaptedness and promise for a home, 
cannot be overlooked. It is the land of the 
Africans, and the Government of Liberia is the 
government conducted and sustained by Liberi 
ana. The climate debars white persons from 
ruling there, but God has constituted the Afri- 
can to have the country as their possession for 
ever. Liberia is a suitable home for the free 
blacks living in each of the States in this Union. 
The pioneers to settle that land were from all 
the State*. Ail the free blacks in the same 
States can move there as fast us practicable. — 
t or some time to come, as the while people will 
have to pay the expense of the removal there, 
the annual emigration will be limited in its num- 
bers. But those who now emigrate will have on 
their arrival in Liberia only the care and labor to 
prepare their land for their residence. Others 
have borne the burthen of preparing the way for 
future emigrants to follow and enjoy their labors 
and eaciificcs. They have shaped the opera 
tion of their Government to secure life, liberty 
property, and rights of conscience to all of their 
race who will settle among them. It has been 
settled, with the exception of one black person 
from Barbndoes. hy black persons from this 
country. Its government and its people know 
uo North nor South in the United States. Tli 
free in all the States are welcome to share 
their civil and social blessing*. All who h«v« 
gone there to live were moved to go there by 
the same considerations; and all who shall here 
after go there from our land will he moved to go 
there from the same considerations; and all who 
go will 6nd it is the land of the black people 
It recognizes onlv such as iu citizens, aod gives 
to them all equal rights, and sustains common 
schools for the benefit of the children of those 
citizens. The people are in possession, and in 
the use of every material to make a wise, pros- 
perous, rich, Btrong, moral, and christian na 
tion, and there can be no interruption in this 
work by the introduction ol the children of 
Jaiheth or of Shera to be citizens of the land. It 
Is, and will be, the only reservoir for scattered 
Africans who are seeking a home, until a simi- 
lar colony shall be started in some other part of 
Africa for them. This is a fart; and it is time 
that opposing whites and blacks should come to 
this conclusion. Liberia speaks for itself that 
this should be the conclusion of all parties. Its 
territory extends along the Atlantic coast six 
hundred miles, and averages in breadth twenty 
miles. Any extent of country can be obtained 
iu length and breadth of the native owners by 
purchase or gift, as it shall be needed. Its soil 
It clay mixed more or less with sand. Brick can 
be had at $5 00 per thousand The water is 
plenty, soft, and good. The face of the coun- 
try, as you go back from the coast, is rolling and 
hilly, well timbered with nineteen different kinds 
of timber, hard and soft. Lumber can be bad 
from $3 to $5 00 per hundred, according to 
quality and thickness. Seven settlements have 
been made on the coast, and eighteen settle- 
ments have been made back from the coast, 
having rivers for their highways to take to mar 
ket their produce. These towns vary as to 
the number of their inhabitants, and those back 
from the coast have farm lands to any amount to 
be taken up for husbandry. Each settlement 
has churches and school houses, and according to 
the Industry and thrift of the citizens, will the 
dwelling houses show size, and finish, and rich 
furniture. The Republic is divided into four 
counties. In each of which there i9 a court 
home, a jail, and all the necessary offices of a 
good Government. In the coast settlements 
there are six ports of entry. The seat of govern 
meot is at Monrovia, which has a population of 
1.T00 Liberiaus. All the officers of govern- 
ment are Liberians. Not a white man holds any 
office is the gift of the people. As none but 
Liberians can vote, so none but Liberians can 
bold any office ia the land. 

The inductions of Liberia are cotton, coffee, 
sugar cane, rice, Indian corn, indigo, pepper, ar 
row root, cocoa, ginger, the palm nut, (from 
which is made the palm oil, J sweet potatoes, ed- 
does, cassada, yams, beans, peas, tomatoes, etc. 
The tropical fruits are oranges, lemons, limes, 
bananas, plantains, plums, pine apples, cocoa 
nuts, 6zc. Animal food as beef, mutton, goat's 
meat, fresh pork, and fowls, with fish of various 
kinds from the rivers and creeks, can be had in 
quantity as the people will give their attention 
to having them. All these things are to be had 
without that toil that frosty countries tax the 
strength of tlteir inhabitants to have. Vet in 
Liberia though there be no frost, labor Is neces 



revenue collected for the support of the Govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ending September, 1859, 
was $46,612 08. And the cost of the support of 
the same for the year was $46,166 43. But de- 
sirable and important at all these possesions and 
facilities are, there is there the great desidera- 
tum for the present and future progress of the 
Republic, tbey have citizent capable of filling 
the different offices, civil, religious, medical, leg 
islative and judicial. There it a difference in 
uu.nt.but neither the government nor people J™ 
suffer for want of suitable men to nil these ot 



flees. Every year, through the education of 
their schools, this suitability it met by now actors 
on the stage of life. In Liberia are found men 
who have proved, by their lives, that the ad- 
vancement in civil and moral character they ex- 
pected to have by emigrating to Liberia has beeu 
obtained. They are no mean citizent, nor ia 
their land a mean land. 

There are some inhabitants in Liberia who are 
lazy, shiftless and poor. There are some farm 
ers there wjo are very unwise in their tystem of 
agriculture. This is not the fault of the coun- 
try or its government, nor is it necessarily so 
because they are of the black race. The yearly 
visitors to that country for commerce will bear 
united testimony that the industrious and pru- 
dent black man will prosper in bit business of 
life, and have a political and social standing 
that be cannot have in the United States. We 
sneak that we do know, and testify to that we 
have seen. C.

Masonsy m Kentucky — From the proceeding 
of the last grand annual communication of the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky we gather some inter 
esting statistics showing the order to be in a high- 
ly prosperous and flourishing condition through 
out the State. 

The statistical tables show an increase for the 
year ending September 1st, 1859, of nine hundred 
and fifty members. 

In 1840, the total number of lodges reported 
was but thirty-three, and the total number of 
affiliated Masons did not then exceed one thou- 
sand. Now there are three hundred and ten 
working lodges, with a membership of eleven 
thousand two hundred and fifty nine. 

There are now fourteen lodges in the city of 
Louisville, with a membership of nine hundred 
and sixty seven, nearly half the number of 
Lodges and almost the full number of affiliated 
Masons that existed in the entire State twenty 
years ago. 

The total revenue of the) Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky for the year ending September 1st, 
1859, wat fourteen thousand and forty two dol- 
lar*. 

This Grand Lodge has now securely invested 
in Bank and other paying stocks, a capital ot 
twenty seven thousand six hundred and twenty- 
four dollar*. 

The surplus revenue accruing from the contri 
butions of subordinate lodges, and the dividends 
received from the invested capital, increase the 
retourcet about five thousand dollars per an- 
num. 

Col. A.G. Hodgea, of Frankfort, was elected 
Grand Treasurer in 1845, and has held that of 
ficc ever tince. To him the Grand Lodge ia 
much indebted for the able and faithful manner 
in which he discharged the responsible duties of 
its financial agent. — Lou. Cour.

opened upon Mr. Everett the full force of a 
small battery of invective, weak in proportion to 
it* coarseness. Journals that have any reputa 
tion for ability ha,ve found it difficult to tbow 
jutt cause why the ticket should not command 
the support of every couserv&tive man iu the 
Republic. Paying no attention to the papers 
which display no thought and uo capacity for 
thinking outside of the narrow limits of party, 
we shall address ourselves to the only argu- 
ment yet adduced by the opponents of the new 
organization which claims public favor upon the 
ground of tire Constitution, the Union, and the 
enforcement of the lawa. 

It is contended that there are issues now be 
fore the country which must be met, that the 
Constitutional Union Party thirkt these issues, 
and that uo party can go before the people with 
any hope of support without coming squarely 
and fairly up to the mark and auuouucing defi- 
nitely, unmistakably, its views and its aims in 
reference to these issues. In reply, it need only 
be said that the sole question at all calculated to 
disturb the repose of the Confederacy and to 
prolong a sectional agitation which does not 
seem hitherto to bare resulted beneficially, eith- 
er to the country or to parties themselves, is the 
territorial question. This is the bone of con- 
tention, and the only one, at we conceive, now 
existing between the North and the South. — 
This it ia which hat rent in twain the great Dem- 
ocratic party and constitulea the main basis of 
the Republican organization. It is conceded 
that if this solitary matter of disagreement were 
set at rest, or if the politicians would allow the 
people to hold fast to the opinion which ia rap 
idly gaining ground, viz: that the question, in to 
far as preseut interests are concerned, is not a 
practical one — there being no possibility of car 
rying slavery into any of the incoming Territo- 
ries—it is conceded that if this ditturbicg cause 
were removed, the country might remain iudii- 
putably at peace and tbe Government might pro 
ceed at once to address itself to matters of vital 
mportance which have stood stock still for years 
in consequence of unnecessary agitation in it- 
gard to isaues which had, for all we can see, been 
better left alone. 

We deny, in the first place, that tbe Conttitu- 
tional Union Party abirks any istue whatsoever, 
aud we are willing to admit that tbe territorial 
question mutt, sooner or later, be settled. We 
are utterly unable to understand how a party 
which announces its purpose to rest upon the 
Constitution— the first great platform, and one 
which bat proved Itself strong enough to sustain 
the weight of all parties slike — can be accused 
ot an indispoajaoB to encounter any issue pres- 
eut or to come. Iu the nature of things, differ 
encer of opinion must arise; but In the Cousti 
tution, and nowhere else, so long as we cousent 
to abide by it, tbe basis of adjustment must be 
found. Clinging to tbe fundamental idea of tbe 
Union, for the sake of the Union as against all 
agitators, come from what quarter they may, and 
with what tpeciout plea they choose — the new 
party proposes simply to refer all quettioos at it 
aue to ihe written compact, interpreted in tbe fra 
ternal apirit wherewith it was originally framed. 
And it proposes further to enforce the laws al 
ready made and agreed to. 

With regard to the territorial question, we feel 
quite sure that all calm, sensible, reasoning men 
will admit, that, in the present aspect of affairs, 
there is little chance of any immediate settle- 
ment which would meet the wishes aud the ex 
pectations of the country at large. A forced 
settlement would be no settlement at all. It 
would not be permitted to rest a moment. If 
it did not produce an open and lasting rupture, it 
would not be the fault of the Disuoionista per it 
who are eagerly seeking the first opportunity that 
presents itself to consummate their wild designs. 
We think it can be shown to the entire satis lac 
tion of every human being endowed with a spark 
of intelligence, that all this question wants is 
lime. It dales no further back than tbe Kansas 
Nebraska bill, and tbe time that has elapsed 
since then, viewed in the light of a nation's life, 
is brief indeed. It is not that the question has 
not been abundantly studied by the politicians 
and the editors, but tbe repose necessary to 
correct judgment has been wanting. Give tbe 
people peace, quiet, order, time to regain good 
feeling, and their own clear common sense will 
arrive at a mode of adjustment unconceived by 
the theorists and tbe hot beaded partisans of this 
or that section 

The Constitutional Union Party has precisely 
this aim. It tayt, in effect, to the people: "Men 
' and brethren, wc are not in the proper frame ol 
' mind to settle this territorial quettiou. Let us 
' abide by the Constitution which our fathers 
' made and which for so many years hat been 
' common shelter and stronghold for ut. Let us 
1 obey the laws, good or bad, so long as they are 
' lawt. Let ut admioiater the Government 
' honestly, purely, patriotically; and let ut take 
' time, ample time, to regain that friendly feel 
' ing without which the highest wisdom in the 
' land would seek in vain to bring ut to a common 
' understanding of the matter at issue between 
' us " 

With an aim ao high and noble as this, and 
with the certainty that hasty adjustments always 
retard a final and peaceful settlement, what con 
aervativo man, what citizen who loves his coun 
try and its prosperity, what honest working man 
who desires to prosecute his calling without 
interruption, will refuse to lend bit entire 
influence to the party of tbe People and tbe 
Union?

The late speech of Senator Benjamiu against 
Mr. Douglas, partly from iu ability and partly 
on account of the fact of its coming from a 
prominent Democratic leader, is considered 
at having damaged the squatter sovereignty 
oandidate for the Presidency most essentially. 

Mr. Benjamin said that he had examined close- 
ly the debate between Lincoln and Douglas in 
the great Illinois contest of 1858, and that he 
thought Lincoln the most contervatice man of the 
two on the tlavery quettion. He read one of 
Douglas' stump speeches in which D. expressed 
the opinion that the people of a Territory, in 
tpite of the Dred Scott decision and everything 
else, have the full and lawful right to exclude 
slavery. The friends of Douglas on the floor of 
the Senate were not a little startled and alarmed 
by this expoaition. 

We agree with Mr. Benjamin, that, whilst both 
Lincoln and Douglaa teach doctrines which the 
people of the South never will and never should 
sanction, Douglas it in hit teachings the more 
noxious and revolting of the two Lincoln 
would exclude tlavery from all the territories by 
the Wilioot Provito, whilst Douglas would ex- 
clude it by the operation of the principle of 
squatter aovereignty. The Wilmot Previao and 
squatter sovereignty reach the same result; but 
the lormer reachea it by means far more respect- 
able than the latter. Bad at the Wilmot Proviao 
may be in itself, it ia far leas contemptible than 
squatter sovereignty. In comparison with the 
latter, though scarcely in comparison with any 
thing else, it is decent, direct, above board, and 
manly. — Lou . Jour.

tral Ohio road reached Bellair, Ohio, at 10 o'cl 
A. M., crossed the Ohio river immediately 
and took the accommodation train at Biuwood 
V». This train is run expressly to enable pas 
sengers to see the road aud the splendid moun 
tain scenery by daylight, arriving at Cumber 
land (200 miles; by supper time. 

Some twenty odd years since we had traveled 
from W heeling to Baltimore, partly by stage and 
partly by cars, on this road, and were prepared, 
in some degree, for the pleasure we should re 
ceive in viewing the splendid scenery and this 
magnificent work, but our anticipations were 
more than realized. The conductor on this train, 
Mr. D. Koonce, was very polite and attentive to 
all the passengers, and gave us notice whenever 
we were approaching any place of note. He al 
•o gave u* much valuable and interesting in for 
matiou in relation to the place* and the incidents 
connuected with them. The scenery ou the 
whole route through the mountains is grand and 
beaulilul, but that portion which interested u* 
moat was w hat is called the Cheat River Region, 
to give a description of it which will do justice 
is beyond our powers; it is grand beyond descrip- 
tion. For several miles we ran along the steep 
mountain side, clinging, a* it were, to the gigan- 
tic cliff*, our cars like cages suspended midway 
between heaves and earth, though upon the most 
iVbitantlal aud solid bed of masonry or the iron 
tressel wotk. At one moment the viuw was con 
ftued to our immediate locality, hemmed in on 
every side by the towering mountains. In an" 
other moment a slight curve in the road opened 
to our view the deep vallwv, with the dark flow 
lug river, aud glorious views of the forest cov 
eied slopes descending to the waters edge. One 
cannot help Involuntarily drawing back as you 
sweep on, passing over the deep gorges, and 
looking down for hundreds of feet with nothing 
Wat the iien trcasel work beneath you, and you 
•tart back amaxed at the grandeur of the ever- 
varying scenery. The engineering difficulties 
which were overcome In this part of the road 
must have been appalling, aud none other than 
(be most skillful aud accomplished men would 
have uudertaken the work, but thanks to their 
skill, lor us the rough plaees had been made as 
smooth as the valley. . 

Among the many pleasant place* wnere those 
•ecklng health uud pleasure may spend the sum 
at: months, we noticed the little town of 
Rowlesburg, Virginia, in the midst of the flue 
scenery, on Cheat River We understand it is 
noted for the health of its inhabitants, and for 
the abundance of deer and other game in It* 
vicinity, aud for the flue trout fishing in the 
Streams around it. 

A* we said In the beginning we cannot do jus 
tlce to the scenery, and will not attempt it fur- 
ther. 

The length of the road from Wheeling to Bal- 
timore Is 379 miles, and the Washington branch 
Is 31 miles more. There is a branch road from 
Grafton to Parkersburg on the Ohio river, and 
also other branches owned by the company, 
making the whole road, with its branches, tribu 
tarles and side ways, 822 miles, and is said to 
have coat thirty two millions of dollars. There 
are 14 tunnels between Wheeling and Baltimore, 
making 12,694 feet in all; there are 186 bri iges, 
making In the aggregate 15,088 feet of bridging. 
There Is one grade 17 miles long, of 116 feet 
ascent to the mile, and many miles of 90 feel to 
the mile. Ther* are nearly 5,000 men, officers 
and other employees of the company. The 
company has as rolling stock about 235 loco 
motives, 130 passenger can, 3670 tonnage cars.

sons who may bo active menibeisor the Volunteer Mil. 
itia, and persons already exempt iron, military service 
by the laws of the Untied buile* oi of thisStato. 

* $ 3. It shall be ihe duty of the assessoca 'o prepare 
a liit annually of all persons liable to be enrolled liv 

■ ii-; wiihiu the rcapeclive llmils; and they suall auuual. 
ly mnkeout u rol. or ll-t or all such names, and place tU 
uelurotuu hisiduy of Juue, In the hands of ibe clerk' 
of tbe county court oi the county lu whit h such persous 
ive; and It shall be the duty of every such clerk, ini 
medial, ly '.liereaiter.lo recoid said lollor list of names, 
iu a book to be provided for th.il purpose, in ihe -am© 
maimer as oilier books ui reeoru are provided; und 
such record shall be deemed a snfUceul noliucaiiuu io 
all persons w hose names are thus recorded, thai they 
have been euroLod in the Militia.

'*$ H. Al Ihe 11;- ■■: auuual election held after the pas- 
sage of this act. a Colonel and Lieutouanl Colonel shall 
be elected by ihe persons in each regimental district 
subject lo eurollnieui, iu ihe same manner* and at the 
same time und places, and under the Fame forms, that 
civil officers are chosen al said election; and the result 
of the electiou for such Colonel aud l.louteuanl Colouei

secondly lo provide, by the elecliou oi proper ouicere 
iu every county, for a complete organisation of Lhu Eu- 
rolted Mtlilia into companies, battallions aud regiments. 
The assessors will use every meau» to make their list* 
us complete us possible, aud the county clerks are de- 
sired to make their returns to my office a* soon as prac- 
ticable after enrollment Ihe actual numtVrr ol per* 
sons enrolled, und not the names, will be reported by 
ibe couuiy clerks lo my office. 

secliou 2 of Article IV makes It the special duty of 
the Adjulaul General to see thai the ''offices ot Colonel 
and i.L utenunt Colouc-l iu each regimental district shall 
Du constantly filled.'' In obedience to this Injunction, 
I lb* re!'- re t all ibe aiteutiou of the proper civil officers 
to Section 8, Article 11, herein quoted. A column will

BY direction of tbe Governor of the State, 1 hereby 
call tbe attention ot tho commandants of existing 
m Hilary, organized under the old law, to the following 
provisions of ihe new Military Law, lo-wjt: 

"$25. Within ninety duys alter the passage of this 
act every exutiug military compauy which has been l ur- 
uished with : late arms 4>ball couioriu to the require* 
mouis of this act which relate to mustering new cotn- 
panlei-lulo the Slate Guardj but it shall not be an abso- 
lute requisite that such companies shall have the full 
strength required for new companies, or that tbe mem- 
bers of such Companies ahull .be> eighteen years of age. 
The commanding officer under the present organization 
of such companies ahall 'make our a statement of" all 
arms, equipments, and.public property In possession of 
the company and of tt- members, and submit tlie same 
to ibe county Judge, who, if he deem It expedient, shall 
indorse on said statement thai it Is wtih hissancthiu Ihat 
said arms and equipments are held by said compauy; 
alter which, indorsement tbe arms and equipments so 
described shall be charged against such county lu like 
inaunur us if they had been Issued as provldud in cases' 
of new companies mu^lered Into the service under this 
act. The statement of arms, thus Indorsed, u>gelher 
with the commuudvr's report of the strength ot the com- 
pany, shall be transmitted to Ibe luspeclor general, who 
shall cause the company to be mustered mto the S'ate 
Guard, aud the electiou of officers to take flace lu the 
same manneras Is provided fora new company. 

£*i9t> Miould auy existing company fail, within the 
required lime, to comply with ihe ubove prescribed -ou 
diiious, it shull be considered as disbanded; and it shall 
bo the only of Ihe couuiy attorney, or tbe Common- 
wealth's attorney for the district in which such disband- 
ed company existed, on the representation of any oflV 
cer of the Active Militia, to lake the necessary legal 
steps to obtain the restitution of the Stale arms and oth. 
er property which had been Issued for the use-of aucb 
company. 

-27. After the expiration of ninety days from the 
passage of ibis act, no person who is nol a member of 
the Active Militia. shaTl retain or have In his possession, 
at any time, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the Slate, ui. less they have beou properly Issued to such 
person In pursuance of law, aua be shall be permitted 
by proper authority to retaiu the same lu ihe discharge 
of u public duty; and no person whi-lherof the Active 
Militia or not, shall use any public arms or equipments 
tor his private use; under Hie penally, lu eitiu r of the 
Above cases, of not less than flve dollars lor each offense, 
to be recovered before a Ju-ttco of the peace on Infor- 
mation b> the county attorney; or lu ihe case of a mom- 
tier of the Active .Mlllti ,, It maybe recovered b> sen* 
ten re ol a court martial. 

No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall herua'ler be issued to any p» r^on not members Of 
the Active Militia, except in time of war, insurrection, 
or public danger so Imminent that he comiuandir U - 
chlrf «ball cbnsider that the public ; safety requires him 
to make the issue." 

Dlnbi iiiiod companies to whom State armi have beeu 
issued aiuce the year 1640', are hereby notified to reuirn 
to the Arsenal all arms and equipments drawn by them 
by ibe first day of July, 1H60, or their bonds will oe put 
into the hands of lhu proper civil officers for collection.
